FCC Highlights 


by Jack Kelleher - W4ZC 


FCC Forum at ARRL National Convention. 

The Forum featured Private Radio Bureau Chief 
Ralph Haller and Personal Radio Branch Chief 
John B. Johnston. 


Haller said that the new codeless Technician 
license is an unqualified triumph, and one of the 
biggest success stories in the history of ham 
radio. Among other things, the number of new 
licensees is up 100 percent. The ratio of Novice 
and Technician class entrants has been 
essentially reversed, with most newcomers now 
entering via the Technician class. 


Haller spoke about constantly-increasing 
requirements for spectrum space, due in large 
part to the fact that "our society is on the 
move’. We want to communicate while we are 
driving, walking, and doing things at places 
where there is no wireline. 


The required spectrum can only come from 
advances in technology, which will make it 
possible to make better use of the SHF and 
EHF bands, and we look to the amateur 
community for new technology in these bands. 
And technology can help us to use the VHF 
and UHF bands more effectively. 


One big problem is meeting the demand for 
land mobile systems at VHF and UHF. The 
competition for new licenses is so great that the 
Commission uses a lottery to pick the winners. 


Haller credited amateurs and the Amateur 
Radio Service with being the vanguard of 
technology. He said: "Virtually every 
communication system now being designed or 
contemplated is a digital system. Here is one 
area where the amateurs are in the lead. You 
have wholeheartedly taken to digital computers. 
The amateur community senses, as we do, that 
digital-based communication technology 
promises to bring to the public innovative 
systems having capabilities that even now 
stretch our imagination". 


Haller gave credit to the extensive volunteer 
activities within the amateur ranks, 
particularly in the VEC area, and noted that 
the Commission proposed that Novice exams 
be moved into the VEC system, based on 

proposals from ARRL and WO5YI. 
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He mentioned proposed rule-making for 
temporary licensing of visiting foreign amateurs 
from countries whose Governments have NOT 
signed reciprocal agreements with the U.S. - - - 
He called attention to proposed rule-making to 
revise Section 97.113 on prohibited communica- 
tions (the Comment deadline is October 1, and 
the Reply Comment deadline December 1) - - - 
Finally, Haller mentioned "personalized call 
signs", noting that the Commission has this 
matter under active consideration. 


On the subject of amateur-submitted 
petitions for rule-making, Johnston asked the 
ham community to "...do a better job of 
researching your hot idea before shooting off a 
petition. We can better serve you by using our 
time to work on good petitions rather than 
dismissing bad ones". 


Johnston also asked that petitions include 
information on the affect proposed changes 
would have upon the amateur license structure, 


‘operator privileges, and question pools. 


amateurs should check with VEC Question Pool 
Committee members for information on how 
many questions would be affected by proposed 
changes. 


Johnston also mentioned handicapped code 
credit, noting that neither the Commission nor 
the volunteer examiner is qualified to make 
medical judgement on the inability of a 
handicapped person to pass the 13 or 20 wpm 
code test. This can only be certified by a doctor, 
based on certain guidelines which Johnston cited 
and which are being incorporated in the doctor’s 
certification on Form 610. 


Johnston cited Dockets presently open for 
comment and invited amateurs to file comments 
for the official record. (Thanks W5YI Report 
9-1-92) 


"Instant" Tickets for Foreigners - Docket 
No. 92-167. The FCC has proposed a stream- 
lined method of licensing foreigners who hold 
amateur licenses that would put them on the air 
in the U.S. for 60 days quickly and with a 
minimum of paperwork.

On August 6 the Commission formalized the 
proposal by issuing a Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making in PR DOCKET 92-167. The plan 
would include amateurs from countries with 
which the U.S. has no reciprocal operating 
agreement as well as amateurs from countries 
who have reciprocal agreements but who do not 
want to wait for a reciprocal license to be 
processed or who come to the U.S. on short 
notice. VEs would handle the mechanics of the 
applications. . 


The FCC proposes to have VEs examine 
the foreign operator’s amateur license and 
identification credentials, determine the 
applicant’s home operating privileges, then 
administer a 20-question examination 
"on those aspects of our (U.S.) rules that are 
most applicable to the type of operation in 
which the visitor plans to engage while in the 
United States. 


The FCC suggests that the VEs could 
compile the 20-question examination from 
existing question pools maintained by Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinators. 


Upon passing the examination, the foreign 
applicant would receive a Certificate of 
Successful Completion of Examination (CSCE) 
which would serve as operating authority in the 
United States, according to the FCC. 


The Foreign operator would be allowed one 
60-consecutive-day operating period in the U.S. 
at any time within 365 days of the issuance of 


the CSCE. 


Comments on this NPRM are due by 
October 26, 1992; the deadline for Reply 
Comments is November 30, 1992. (Thanks 
ARRL Letter 8-10-92) 


STA For Spread Spectrum 
After almost a year of study, the FCC has 
licensed an innovative spread spectrum 


wide-area network (WAN) project called the 


Packet Radio internet Extension (PRIE). 
Participating in the experiment are several 
engineers prominent in digital communications, 
including Dewayne Hendricks - WA8DZP, 
Robert Buaas - K6KGS, Gwyn Reedy - W1BEL of 
PacComm, congressional candidate Glenn 
Tenney - AAGER, and Mike Chepponis - K3MC. 
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The licensees hope, through a later 
rulemaking petition, to persuade the FCC to 
expand the kinds of spread spectrum operations 
permitted in the Amateur Radio Service, and to 
develop hardware designs that could be licensed 
to manufacturers in the amateur market. They 
will also develop applications for commercial and 
institutional customers under FCC Rules Part 5 
(Experimental Radio Service) and Rule 15.247, 
which authorizes low power spread-spectrum 
operation on a nonlicensed basis. 


The STA granted by the FCC permits the 
licensees to use spread spectrum codes and 
techniques that are not currently allowed under 
Part 97, and on frequencies not normally 
available for spread-spectrum use. The STA 
allows operation on 50-54, 144-148, 222-225, 
420-450, 902-928, 1240-1300 and 2390-2450. 
MHz. (Thanks W5YI Report 8-15-92) 


No Theory Proposal 

A proposal to establish a no-theory amateur 
license for operating privileges on all frequencies 
assigned to the Amateur Radio Service, leading 
to a no-code, no-theory license, was filed with 
the FCC on June 2nd. According to the FCCs 
PrivateRadio Bureau, thefilingbyScott Leyshon - 
WA2EQF, of Chester, NJ requests that the 
Commission establish a new class of amateur © 
radio license that requires only a knowledge of 
Morse Code at 5 words per minute as a parallel 
entry license to the now-popular no-code 
Technician Class. Such a license would have 


limited operating privileges on all amateur 
bands. 


In addition, Leyshon is requesting an entire 
restructuring of the overall Amateur Radio 
Service that would eventually lead to the 
establishment of permit-type amateur radio 
operation through a code-free/theory-free 
amateur licensing scheme, and to "reassess and 
redefine the goals of the Amateur Radio 
Service." 


At the annual VEC Conference in June, FCC 
staffers pointed out that a "no-code; 
no-theory" license would authorize "no 
privileges", to be consistent with the 
Communications Act. 


Leyshon’s request was denied by the 


Commission on July 27, 1992. <A request for 
reconsideration is not expected. :

Digital Device RFI - OET Docket No. 
92-152. In response to two petitions, the FCC 
has proposed to permit manufacturers of digital 
devices to demonstrate compliance with FCC or 
international RF emission standards. At present 
only FCC Part 15 standards apply. The 
Commission noted that many other countries 
(most notably the European Community 
countries) are in the process of requiring digital 
devices (such as computers) to comply with 
international radio interference standards. The 
objective is to ensure that U.S. manufacturers 
have reasonable opportunities to compete fairly 


and effectively in the international marketplace. 
(Thanks W5YI Report 8-15-92) 


SSB Signal Processing 

Link Plus Corp. of Columbia MD recently 
unveiled an amateur radio version of its 
powerful Link-Plus digital signal processing 
technology that eliminates most noise and 
interference from SSB voice communications, 
thereby producing a significant boost in effective 
signal strength. LPC calls its new amateur 
product the MULE (acronym for Multi-Use Link 
Enhancer). 


In 18 separate tests carried out on three 
days over an 1,800 mile path under a variety of 
transmission conditions, Link-Plus processing 
produced an average 22 dB improvement in 
HF-SSB signal-to-noise ratio. In layman’s terms 
the unprocessed signal had, on average, 160 
times more noise content than the Link-Plus 
signal. 


Its $2,995 price tag probably places the 
MULE beyond the immediate reach of most 
hams. It connects by external cables to any HF 
radio. (Thanks W5YI Report, 8-15-92). 


HF Packet 

The following, excerpted from an article in 
WodYI Report for Sept. 1, is apparently the latest 
happening in this ongoing controversy. 


We (W5YI) understand that a spontaneous 
meeting was called by the League during the 
recent ARRL National Convention, to address 
the ARRL HF Packet Special Temporary 
Authority (STA) controversy. The ARRL’s STA, 
which has been in place for five and a half 
years, allowed a certain number of amateurs to 
participate in an experimental system of fully 
automated stations. 


October 1992 


The stations in the ARRL experiment 
settled on a 3800 bps packet radio network 
linking packet bulletin board systems and, over 
the years, have moved hundreds of thousands of 
pieces of traffic. The ARRL STA participants 
have demonstrated that HF is a viable medium 
through which data can be successfully moved 
by fully automatic stations. 


Backers of HF packet say they have proven 


that fully-automatic forwarding on HF can 
provide the packet community with a workable 
network for the delivery of messages and 
information throughout the entire world as well 
as providing connectivity between the various 
VHF/UHF networks across the country. 


At the July 1992 ARRL Board meeting, 
League Directors voted to petition the FCC for 
semi-automatic forwarding. The League had 
told the FCC in January 1992 that the STA 
could not be renewed. All HF packet operation 
after January 13, 1993 will require local or 
remote control. Many -- especially the 
hundred-plus packeteers the ARRL authorized 
under its STA -- view the ARRL’s plans 
regarding HF packet operations as a step 
backward for amateur packet radio. They say 
the change to semi-automatic forwarding will 
severely cripple the Packet Radio Network. 
They believe participants in the STA should 
have been given a chance to present their 
findings and knowledge gained from operation 
under the STA to the ARRL and their Digital 
Committee. 


The unscheduled meeting included several 
members of the ARRL Digital Committee, 
several key members of the ARRL Ha. staff, and 
several HF Packet STA members from the 
Southwestern Division. The purpose of the 
meeting was to seek, if possible, a solution more 
acceptable to the packet community than the 
current ARRL proposal for rule-making. 


It was decided that the ARRL will sponsor a 
meeting between its Digital Committee and 
representatives of stations operating under the 
ARRL STA to hammer out an alternative. This 
meeting is to be held September 26, 1992 and 
will allow representation of HF packet STA 
members on a national level to present 
alternative solutions to those proposed bt the 


Digital Committee.

American Radio Relay League Report

Russian Amateurs Work to Regroup. Lack 
of Funds Closes Many Club Stations. 


Editor’s note: Radio Amateurs in Russia and 
the other former USSR republics face a 
challenge unique in the world. Although they 
number in the tens of thousands, most of the 
support they once received from their 
Communist governments has eroded or 
disappeared entirely. Because the central 
government encouraged Amateur Radio as high- 
technology sport, large numbers of people from 
the Baltics to Siberia were attracted to it. Bob 
Howe, K1MZB, an experienced visitor to the 
former Soviet Union who was in St. Petersburg 
during the August, 1991 coup attempt failed the 
following report: 


Glasnost made it easier to talk on the air 
with hams of the former Soviet republics, but 
perestroika and the 1991 revolution are making 
it harder to receive their QSL. That was just 
one conclusion I drew from a private interview 
with Valerie "Larry" Argabekov, UA6HZ, and 
Nikolai Valentinovich Kazansky, UASAF, 
recently in St. Petersburg, at the third annual 
International Ham Convention. 


Argabekov is the first president of the Union 
of Russian Radio Amateurs, Soyuza Radio- 
lyubitelei Rossii (SRR). SRR was formed in 
April 1992, at a conference in Moscow, where 
hams from each Russian oblast’s federation met 
to elect an oblast delegate to attend and conduct 
the first meeting of the new organization. 


UA6HZ, one of Russia’s best known 
operators, won a highly contested race for 
president. He then asked the assembled 
delegates to elect as first vice president the long- 
time chief of the old Central Radio Club of the 
USRR, UA3AF. The delegates readily agreed. 
Thus, SRR began its life with a firm handshake 
of cooperation between the old and new era of 
Amateur Radio leadership. And cooperation 
will, indeed, be needed. 


Among the problems facing Russian hams is 
an eviction notice which has been handed to 
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Mr. Kazansky and the Krenkel Radio Club 
(formerly the krenkel Central Radio Club). The 
Moscow city government proposes to turn its 
headquarters into a police academy. 


Furthermore, long-time governmental sponsor 
DOSAAF has been dissolved. In the words of 
UA6HZ, "This is not merely a symbol of the 
disintegration of the Soviet Union." The 
replacement for DOSAAF, ROSTO (Rossikoye 
Obyedinenie Sportivno Teknicheskih Obshest or 
Russian Unified Technical Sports Association), 
will not be able to provide the funding and 
surplus military equipment Russian hams are 
used to. 


Neither will there be funding for clubs, with 
stipends for their chief operators, nor free 
postage for sending QSL cards as before. 


Most of the cost of operating Box 88 is 
postage -- both overseas and internal -- so 


US6HZ and UA3AF predict a drastic effect on 


the ability of Russian hams to send and receive 
QSLs. In fact, since most of the former Soviet 
republics continue to use Box 88, the effect will 
be felt outside Russia, as well. 


According to UA6HZ, there are presently 
more than 30,000 Amateur stations registered in 
Russia, plus many clubs in the 88 oblasts of the 
Russian Federation. But ROSTO will be able to 
underwrite the cost of only one club station and 
chief operator in each oblast. Because of the 
radical decline in governmental support, 40% of 
Russian club stations have closed over the last 
year. They simply could not afford postage costs 
or the 200 rouble per year license fee. 


The main purposes of SRR are to assist 
Russian hams, provide a common organization, 
and operate the QSL bureau. "We want to 
continue the Amateur Radio traditions of the 
last 50 years, and we want to maintain good 
relations with ham organizations of the former 
USRR republics and other countries," UA6HZ 
said.

UA6HZ clearly has a warm place in his heart 
for American Amateur operators. Larry recalled 
his first trip to the United States with his wife, 
in 1978. This was following his service as a net 
control for the 1977-78 LI2B operation of Thor 
Hyerdahl. His second trip was to attend and 
participate in the Seattle Good Will Games in 
July 1990. 


He was treated, "Like a brother," 
UA6 "HotZiggety" said. He conveyed to 
American Amateurs his best wishes. 


DXCC Processing Backlog Rears Its Head 
Again. For the second time in the past two 
years the DXCC backlog has grown; it can take 
as long as six months for an applicant to get 
back from ARRL Headquarters his certificate, 
endorsement stickers, and associated paperwork. 


Most DXers, painfully familiar with how 
difficult it is to keep just one’s personal DX 
records current and accurate, have understood 
the problems in computerizing tens of thousands 
of such records, knowing that the on-going 
changes in the administration of the DXCC 
program will ultimately benefit them. 


But rumors and misconceptions continue to 
circulate; DXCC Manager Tom Hogerty, KCl, 
and DXCC Specialist Bill Kennamer, KSFUV, 
discuss some of them in a recent interview. 
Some excerpts are shown below: 


Q -- What are some of the problems associated 
with the old paper DXCC records? 


KC1J: For years the information contained 
on our paper records was at great risk of being 
lost, damaged or destroyed each time a record 
was pulled for endorsing. Separate Master 
Records were maintained and updated at the 
applicants’ request. Endorsements to multiple 
awards had long been a time consuming process. 
And assembling the results of each months’ 
submissions for QST was also very time 
consuming. 


Q -- If computerization of DXCC has caused 
much of the current backlog of work, was it such 
a good idea? 

KC1J: Full automation of the DXCC program 
began less than one year ago, in October, 1991. 
It is no surprise to me that our backlog has 
risen again. The extra work involved in fully 
automating endorsements -- in converting 
approximately 3 million country credits from 
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paper records into the computer -- amounts to 
an additional several years’ worth of work in the 
first year alone. 


Bringing the information into the computer 
has required a one time extra effort that, once 
finished, will create many efficiencies in the 
administration of DXCC that could never be 
realized by maintaining a paper data base. 


Endorsements will now apply automatically to 
all awards an applicant has in the computer, not 
just those requested. And submitted country 
credits will be accumulated by the computer in 
anticipation of applications for other awards 
(including 5BDXCC) in the future. The QSL 
cards will not have to be exposed to the mails 
again once we have captured the data.

SUMMER DX DOLDRUMS

been much better. 17, 20 and 30 meters have been the place to be for most of the DX. Even 40 
and 80-meters has come through with some good DX despite the high QRN levels. Now is the time 
to get the low band antennas up to par.

MARINE CORPS NEEDS A FEW GOOD HAMS IN OCTOBER 


This year the Marine Corps will conduct its marathon on Sunday, October 25th, a change from | 
November as in previous years. The race course covers from the Iwo Jima Memorial around the 
Pentagon, back up and across Memorial Bridge into the District of Columbia, around the Capitol, 
down and around Haines Point, and back across the Potomac River around the Pentagon and up 
to the finish line at the Iwo Jima Memorial. 


Amateur Radio operators conduct the Safety, Health and Welfare nets in concert with Marine 
Corps communications at Command and Control headquarters. This is an excellent opportunity to 
participate in one of the area’s largest public service events. For more information on how to 
participate, check with the points-of-contact listed in the public service calendar at the end of this 
column. 


HURRICANE ANDREW CHALLENGES NATIONAL CAPITAL AREA SKYWARN 


At approximately 5:15 p.m. Sunday, August 23, the National Weather Service (NWS) set off the 
National Capital Amateur Radio Emergency Services (ARES) pagers to ask for emergency HF radio 
equipment to be set up at the Washington Forecast Office in Sterling, Virginia. 


In anticipation of Hurricane Andrew making a direct hit on the National Hurricane Center 
(NHC) in Coral Gables, Florida, the NWS set up the National Meteorological Center (NMC) in 
Camp Springs, Maryland as a backup hurricane center. Amateur Radio HF backup communica- 
tion was requested in the event that telephone links were lost with the NHC. 


At 8:30 p.m. an emergency field day type of operation had been completed with the erection of 
a 86-foot free standing portable mast and the installation of a G5RV antenna, an ICOM 735 
HF transceiver and an antenna tuner at the forecast office. 


The SKYWARN crew was briefed on the situation by Meteorologist-in-Charge Jim Bellville. 
The situation in Florida was dire as the recent news reports have borne out. the storm hit the 
Florida coast at approximately 5 am. Monday morning and tore a wide path of destruction across 
Florida. The NHC recorded a 164 mile per hour gust and the entire radar structure was blown 
from the roof of the building which also houses the Miami forecast office. Although commercial 
telephone service was knocked out early in the storm, the NHC was able to communicate via its 
Federal Telecommunications System. The building in Florida lost air conditioning and the 
computers were in danger of failing even though the NHC was operating on emergency power. 
On Monday and Tuesday the Washington Forecast Office picked up the forecasting responsibilities 
of the Miami Forecast Office while the Miami office was out of service.

The SKYWARN desk was continuously manned on a standby mode from 8:30 p.m. Sunday 

through 6 p.m. Monday. Although little traffic was passed, the hurricane nets were continuously 

- monitored and messages were relayed on 75 meters (because of the skip) from Sterling, Virginia to 

Venezuela to Phoenix, Arizona to Miami, Florida. This was a true and successful test of the 
ARES goals of being able to provide backup communications in an emergency. 


The remnants of Hurricane Andrew came to the National Capital area on Friday, August 28, 
1992. Flash flooding due to heavy rains was anticipated. the southern and northern Shenandoah 
and the Hagerstown/ Martinsburg subnets were pre-alerted. The SKYWARN desk was manned from 
10 a.m. through 7 p.m. on the 28th. Packet messages told of brief heavy rains in the morning, but 
not enough to cause flash floods. The real action occurred in the late afternoon as high winds hit 
northern Virginia to be followed by a major outbreak of tornados in central and northern Maryland. 
Fortunately there was little property damage and just a few injuries reported. Many of the tornado 
sightings were confirmed by trained SKYWARN spotters. As usual, the main net was held on the 
147.300 MHz WA4TSC Bluemont Repeater in Virginia. As the storms moved into Maryland, 
numerous repeaters were used to ask for severe weather reports and the licensees and groups that 
support these repeaters are thanked for the use of the machines to support SKYWARN. 


Much thanks also goes to all of the SKYWARN spotters, many of whom stayed with the net the 
entire day until the storm threat passed. Finally, I would like to thank all of the net controllers for 
these severe weather events who did a professional job and many of who lost a lot of sleep. They 
are: W4XG, WB4WZZ, N4AYYH, K2HJ, K5RJ, N2JRG, N4WUV, KD4DGQ, KK4GB, 
NIKCE, KD4FBU, KB4IKU, K4FHK, KN4LI, KC4EFJ and KC40CG.

-Klmer’s Corner _

regard the virtual plethora of equipment that is available on the market. I plan to give a brief 
synopsis on what’s out there and what are the best buys for a new Amateur. I will also try to help 
out on problems pertaining to setting up a station. Send us your questions and we will try to provide 
the answers.

Last month we discussed running the DC 
lines for a mobile installation. Now that you 
have the power available to operate your radio, 
there are two more steps to finish the job. 


The most important will be the antenna 
installation and finally the actual mounting of 
the radio. As in most of our ham projects, we 
are faced with different choices and, depending 
upon performance and monetary considerations, 
you can find the right one to 
satisfy your own mobile 
situation. 


The easiest (and most 
expensive) is to use a "magnetic 
mount" base to attach your | Soxec= 
antenna to the vehicle. This method will also 
allow you to remove the antenna quickly when 
necessary. The negative side to a "mag-mount" 

(the "ham-speak" term) is the inherent 
inefficiency of using the magnetic base and 
trying to provide a good RF ground for your 
antenna. In an urban area with many 
repeaters, this inefficiency may not hamper 
your over-all performance, but is something to 
think about the farther you operate from your 
favorite repeaters. It will reduce your effective 
simplex range as well. 
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Another popular mounting method is the 
"trunk-lip" style of mount. By using what 
amounts to a couple of "“C-clamps" with set 
screws, the mount is sturdy and when the set 
screws are tightened (from inside the trunk) 
they will break through the paint and provide a 
little better RF ground path than the "mag- 
mount." 


A third method is to use a 
type of antenna. In this case,

"permanent mount." 


glass of the vehicle with a silicone glue, and the 
matching network is attached to the inside of 
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the glass. In this system, the glass is used as 
the "dielectric" for the tuning capacitor and, 
along with the proper inductance, provides an 
RF path to the outside world. This system 
works fairly well if over-all efficiency is not 
critical to your mode of operation. Read the 
mounting instructions very carefully because 
improper placement will make this style of 
antenna impossible to tune to resonance. 


There are also “bumper 
mounts," "gutter clip" mounts, 
and even a mount that uses 
your trailer hitch. But the most 
efficient method of installing a 
mobile antenna (and the 
is called the 


Using the permanent mount requires the 
drilling of a hole (either 5/8" or 3/4", depending 
upon the style you choose) through the body of 
the vehicle. The ground side of the mount is 
secured to the body of the vehicle, providing an 
excellent return path for the RF energy and 
resulting in optimum performance for the 
radiating portion of the antenna. The coax line 
is attached to the bottom of the mount and can 
be run to your radio in a variety of ways. 


The easiest is mounting the antenna in the 
middle of your trunk, allowing access to both 
sides of the area you’re working on and also 
making the coax-run to the radio pretty 
straightforward. If maximum efficiency is your 
goal, the "prime" mounting location is in the 
dead center of the roof, giving you the 
advantage of not only good RF grounding but 
also the most effective use of the body of the 
vehicle for the "ground-plane" of the antenna 
system. With this system you have to keep in 


_mind the problem of overhead clearance.

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Guest Commentary 
J.M. Bixby, WASWQF 


"Elmer’s" column in the September issue with 
regard to supplying power to a mobile rig was 
entirely correct as far as he goes. However, let’s 
not make the subject more complicated than it 
really is. As elaborate as it may be, an automotive 
electrical system is merely a number of loads 
connected in parallel with a DC supply. As such, 
and, in particular, for this purpose, such a system 
lends itself well to vastly oversimplified drawings, 
the first of which is Figure 1 below. 


This sketch shows a small portion of a typical 
electrical system. The battery is on the left, and 
three typical loads, a blower motor (B), a headlight 
circuit (HL) and an electronic device such as a 
ham rig are shown to the right of the battery. 
(For the moment, lets ignore the question of an 
antenna since it can unduly complicate the issue). 
Note that, first, the rig is shown with its own, 
separate ground return lead to the battery. Under 
normal circumstances, the return path for the 
headlights and blower motor is through the chassis 
ground to the battery (shown by the heavy broken 
lines) while that for the rig is its own copper wire. 
The rig is shown with a dotted line chassis 
connection to suggest that it may or may not be 
connected to the chassis but, either way, it will 
work. 


Now, as "Elmer" suggests, lets open the 
battery’s ground connection, as shown in Figure 2. 
First of all, if the rig is not attached to the 
chassis, that is, if its mounted to a plastic dash or 
sitting on the seat, then absolutely nothing 
happens, except, of course, that the headlights 
and blower stop working. If, however, the rig is 
tied to the chassis, either directly (bolted to steel) 
or indirectly (eg, via an antenna, mike or 
extension speaker circuit ground), then the return 
path is as shown. Return currents from the lights 
and blower will flow to the vehicle chassis, 
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through the chassis to the case of the rig, from the 
case to the circuit board (often via a "land" at the 
point where the board screws into the case), then 
via circuit board traces to the negative power lead 
connection, then along that lead back to the 
battery. It is exactly this path that we need to be 
concerned about, since the currents may be many 
times the normal operating current for the rig, 
and much more than our return lead (or the board 
trace) may be capable of handling. However, if the 
ground lead is properly fused at a value just a 
little higher than the rig’s normal operating 
current, then the fuse will blow before the total 
current significantly exceeds the normal current 
and, thus, before any significant damage occurs. 


In view of the situation described above, aren’t 
we well advised to avoid the whole issue and not 
run a separate return lead? Perhaps, but in a 
modern automobile, with plastic dashboards and 
rubber noise and vibration dampeners everywhere, 
it may be difficult to find a good chassis ground 
that is and will remain a good path back to the 
battery’s ground terminal. Even a point which 
seems well grounded today may become a high 
impedance path or even an open circuit as the car 
ages, screws loosen, and so on. In that event, the 
rig’s ground return path may become the antenna 
coax (if the antenna is at DC ground) or other 
incidental path. Even automobile manufacturers 
often run a separate copper "ground" wire to a 
known good chassis ground rather than relying on 
a chassis ground at the device itself. Of course, 
they know where the good chassis grounds are, we 
may not. 


If you can find a good chassis ground, use it. 
But if you decide to run a separate lead, be sure 
that the wire is big enough for the job, and fuse 
BOTH leads at a fuse rating just a bit higher than 
the normal rig current.
